many in a population of 
about 5 million who con¬ 
sider their country to be a 


haven of peace. 

The police said on Sunday 
that the number of fatalities 
had risen to 93 from 92 with 
the death of one of the 97 
people who had been re¬ 
ported as injured. Most of 
the bodies were found on 
Utoya Island, where young 
people from the governing 
Labor Party had gathered 
for an annual camp. 

The police identified the 
suspect as Anders Behring 
Breivik, 32, a right-wing fun¬ 
damentalist Christian. Ac¬ 
quaintances described him 
as a gun-loving Norwegian 
obsessed with what he saw 
as the threats of multicultur- 
alism and Muslim immigra¬ 
tion. 

Police divers were still 
searching the lake around 
Utoya Island for bodies, 
and said there were fears 
the death toll could rise 
again.

Those cuts could affect 
some of the biggest en¬ 
titlement programs, though 
Democrats would seek to 
avoid this. 

Notably, the plan would 
not contain any new or 
increased taxes, an ap¬ 
proach that many in his 
caucus would probably 
balk at. The contours of 
Boehner’s backup plan 
were far from clear, but it 
seemed likely to take the 
form of a two-step process, 
with a short-term increase 
in the debt limit along with 
about $1 trillion in cuts, an 
amount the Republicans 
said was sufficient to clear 
the way for a debt limit in¬ 
crease through year's end. 
That would be followed 
by future cuts guided by 
a new legislative commis¬ 
sion that would consider 
a broader range of trims, 
program overhauls and 
revenue increases. 

Both sides would also be 
given another chance 
to vote on a balanced 
budget amendment that 
would set stringent guide¬ 


lines for future debt ceiling 
increases. 

“The preferable path 
would be a bipartisan plan 


that involves all the leaders, 
but it is too early to decide 
whether that's possible,” 
Boehner said during a “Fox 


News Sunday” interview. “If 
that's not possible, I and my 
Republican colleagues in 
the House are prepared to 


move on our own." 

Leaders of both parties 
continued to negotiate 
over the telephone. In a 


conference call with Re¬ 
publican lawmakers that 
lasted over an hour, Boeh¬ 
ner said he was seeking “a 
vehicle that can pass in 
both houses," according 
to someone on the call, 
who added that Boehner 
made an emotional ap¬ 
peal to his fellow Republi¬ 
cans to stick together. 

“I do think there is a path,” 
Boehner said.A “But it’s go¬ 
ing to require us to stand 
together as a team.A It’s 
going to require some 
of you to make some 
sacrifices.A If we stand to¬ 
gether as a team, our le¬ 
verage is maximized, and 
they have to deal with 
us.A If we’re divided, our 
leverage gets minimized.” 
One freshman lawmak¬ 
er on the call described 
Boehner as sounding wea¬ 
ry but that he appeared to 
have the broad support of 
his members. This person 
said that many Republi¬ 
cans were focused on get¬ 
ting at least caps on future 
spending as a percentage 
of the gross domestic prod¬ 
uct, or some version of a 
balanced budget amend¬ 
ment, which was passed as 
part of broader legislation 


by the House already but 
then rejected by the Sen¬ 
ate. House Republicans 
are aware that they have 
already implicitly voted for 
an increase in the debt 
ceiling through their own 
legislation that failed in the 
Senate, and are increas¬ 
ingly nervous about roiling 
the markets, but remaining 
insistent on bending the arc 
of federal spending without 
revenue increases. 

For the White House, the 
Reid proposal represents a 
Hail Mary pass that is meant 
to, at the very least, avoid 
putting the country through 
a repeat of the debt ceil¬ 
ing negotiations next year, 
an election year. Admin¬ 
istration officials said that 
if a bipartisan majority in 
the Senate accepts the 
Reid proposal, they believe 
that would force Boehner's 
hand when the bill went 
back to the House. 

Even if Boehner loses Tea 
Party members and other 
conservative Republicans, 
the administration’s hope is 
that enough House Demo¬ 
crats would vote for the 
Senate plan that it would 
offset the loss of conserva¬ 
tive Republican votes.Q

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In Arizona, you can buy marijuana, but not sell it

PHOENIX - Marijuana is 
known to cause red eyes, 
gales of laughter and the 
munchies. In Arizona, add 
another side effect: utter 
confusion. 

Voters narrowly approved 
a ballot initiative in Novem¬ 
ber allowing medical mari¬ 
juana in the state, but the 
result has been just the op¬ 
posite of an orderly system 
of dispensing cannabis to 
the truly sick. Rather, police 
raids, surreptitious money 
transfers and unofficial pof 
clubs have followed pas¬ 
sage of the law, creating 
a chaotic situation not far 
removed from the black- 
market system that has al¬ 
ways existed. 

“There’s confusion,” said 
Ross Taylor, who owns Can- 


naPatient, a newly formed 
company that helps pa¬ 
tients get the medical certi¬ 
fication required to receive 
state-issued medical mari¬ 
juana cards. “There are a 


lot of unsure people, and 
not just because of what 
happened to me.” 

Police raided Taylor's home 
in June, one of several in¬ 
stances in which authorities

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have showed signs of resist¬ 
ing implementation of the 
law, which took effect at 
the start of the year. 

Gov. Jan Brewer - who 
campaigned against the 
law, then signed it with re¬ 
luctance - said in May that 
the state, which has issued 
more than 7,500 cards to 
medical marijuana pa¬ 
tients, would delay issu¬ 
ing licenses to marijuana 
dispensaries, as the law 
requires. Instead, she filed 
suit in federal court seek¬ 
ing a ruling on whether the 
state’s medical marijuana 
law conflicted with federal 
prohibitions on marijuana. 
So the patients have their 
cards permitting them to 
buy marijuana in Arizona, 
but no official place to do 
so. 

Arizona is not just another 
state when it comes to 
marijuana. More Mexican- 
grown marijuana enters this 


state than any other, ac¬ 
cording to federal govern¬ 
ment data. On June 8, the 
authorities recovered more 
than 1,200 pounds from 
an SUV that led them on a 
20-mile chase through dirt 
roads near the border. 

The police operation that 
took place the next day 
in Gilbert, a community 
outside Phoenix, netted a 
considerably smaller haul: 
about 2 ounces. In that 
case, the police executed 
a search warrant on Tay¬ 
lor's house after getting 
a tip from the cable man. 
The officers, Taylor said, did 
not appear interested in his 
medical marijuana card, 
which permits him to grow 
up to a dozen marijuana 
plants in his home or obtain 
up to 2.5 ounces from a 
caregiver or a dispensary.

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Loughner crying, pacing in prison cell

PHOENIX (AP) — Tucson 
shooting rampage sus¬ 
pect Jared Lee Loughner 
was put on a 24-hour sui¬ 
cide watch this month at 
a federal prison in Missouri 
after he asked a staff psy¬ 
chologist to kill him, federal 
prosecutors said in newly 
released court documents. 
A 24-page filing by the U.S. 
Attorney’s Office in Tucson 
also said prison staff report 
that Loughner has been 
pacing in circles near his 
cell door, screaming loud¬ 
ly, crying for hours at a time 
and claiming to hear mes¬ 
sages from a radio. 

The 9th Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals on Friday night de¬ 
nied an emergency motion 
by defense lawyers to keep 
prison officials from forcibly 
medicating Loughner with 
a psychotropic drug. 

Calls to lead Loughner at¬ 
torney Judy Clarke weren't 
immediately returned Sat¬ 
urday. 

Loughner, 22, has plead¬ 
ed not guilty to 49 charg¬ 
es in the Jan. 8 shooting 
that killed six people and

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wounded 13 others, in¬ 
cluding U.S. Rep. Gabri¬ 
elle Giffords. He’s been at 
a federal prison facility in 
Springfield, Missouri, since 
May 27 after a federal 
judge concluded he was 
mentally unfit to help in his 
legal defense. 

Mental health experts 
have determined Lough¬ 
ner suffers from schizophre¬ 
nia and are trying to make 
him psychologically fit to 
stand trial. Federal pros¬ 
ecutors claim Loughner 
should remain medicated 
because he may be a 
danger to himself and his 
mental and physical con¬ 
dition was rapidly deterio¬ 
rating. 

Loughner was forcibly 
medicated between June 
21 and July 1 after prison 
officials determined his 
outbursts there posed a 
danger to others. He was 
given twice daily doses of 
Risperidone, a drug used 
for people with schizophre¬ 
nia, bipolar disorder and 
severe behavior problems. 
Prison officials stopped 
doing that on July 2 after 
the 9th Circuit granted his 
lawyers' request for a tem¬ 
porary stay of involuntary 
medication. 

While being examined on 
July 8, Loughner said he 
was depressed, felt hope¬ 
less and “reported that 
the radio was talking to 
him and inserting thoughts 
into his mind,” a staff psy¬ 
chologist said in the pros¬ 
ecutors' new filing. 
Loughner was then put on 
suicide watch and prison 
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staff said he displayed “bi¬ 
zarre” and “hyper sexed 
behavior” from July 8-12 
along with an “inability to 
cope with grief, stress and 
severe anxiety.” 

A psychologist said Lough¬ 
ner told her on July 13 that 
“I want to die. Give me the 
injection, kill me now” and 
then sobbed uncontrolla¬ 
bly for 55 minufes. From July 
14-18, prison staff reported 
Loughner pacing for hours 
in his cell, appearing con¬ 
fused and disorienfed, 
barely eafing his meals and 
surviving on minimal sleep. 
Records show the prison’s 
medical and psychology 
staff feared Loughner's 
condition could worsen 
without immediate care 
and resumed medicating 
him on Tuesday. 

Loughner’s attorneys ar¬ 
gued that his due-process 
rights were being violated 
and filed an emergency 
motion Thursday with the 
9th Circuit, asking that 
the forced medication be 
stopped until his appeal is 
resolved. 

If Loughner is later deter¬ 
mined to be competent 
enough for frial, fhe courf 
proceedings will resume. If 
he isn’t deemed compe¬ 
tent at the end of his four- 
month treatment, Lough¬ 
ner's stay at the facility can 
be extended. 

Loughner’s lawyers haven't 
said whether they intend 
to present an insanity de¬ 
fense, but they have noted 
in court filings that his men¬ 
tal condition will likely be a

“We are not sure whether 
he was alone or had help,” 
a police official, Roger 
Andresen, said Saturday.

miles with her husband 
to bring flowers from her 
garden and a candle she 


wanted to light. “I only 
want to lay them down

Evy Andersen, from Oslo, 
brought a sunflower from her 
garden. 

“I have a niece who has 
been to this camp twice, 
and she has many friends 
who are missing.

Excerpts of Norway gunman’s manifesto 


Arrested gunman Anders 
Behring Breivik worked 9 
years on a “manifesto” that 
blamed multi-culturalists, 
Marxists and Muslims for Eu¬ 
rope’s problems and urged 
violent means to purge Eu¬ 
rope of non-Christians and 
those he deemed traitors to 
Christian Europe. 

His lawyer says he posted 
it online just before a ram¬ 
page that killed nearly 100 
people. 

Here are several brief ex¬ 
cerpts that illustrate the 
nature of his writing and his 
obsessions as he carried out 
one of the worst crimes in 
Europe since World War II. 

-"I have spent several years 
writing, researching and 
compiling the information 
and I have spent most of 
my hard earned funds in 
this process (in excess of 
300 000 Euros). I do not 


want any compensation for 
it as it is a gift to you, as a 
fellow patriot." 

-’’Multi-culturalism (cultural 
Marxism/political correct¬ 
ness), as you might know, is 
the root cause of the ongo¬ 
ing Islamisation of Europe 
which has resulted in the 
ongoing Islamic coloniza¬ 
tion of Europe through de¬ 
mographic warfare (facili¬ 
tated by our own leaders)." 

-"In order to successfully 
penetrate the cultural Marx- 
ist/multiculturalist media 
censorship we are forced 
to employ significantly 
more brutal and breath 
taking operations which will 
result in casualties. “ 

-"In order for the attack 
to gain an influential ef¬ 
fect, assassinations and the

North Korean envoy invited to U.S. for nuclear talks

senior North Korean dip¬ 
lomat believed to be 
an important strategist 
in his government's nu¬ 
clear negotiations with 
the United States will visit 
New York this week to dis¬ 
cuss restarting talks seek¬ 
ing to end the North’s 
nuclear weapons pro¬ 
gram, Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
said Sunday. 

Clinton said in a state¬ 
ment that the United 
States had invited the 
diplomat, Kim Kye Gwan, 
the first vice foreign min¬ 
ister, for “an exploratory 
meeting to determine 
if North Korea was pre¬ 
pared to affirm its obliga¬ 
tions under” previous in¬ 
ternational agreements 
on nuclear disarmament 
and “take concrete and 
irreversible steps toward 
denuclearization.” 

In November, the North 
revealed an industrial- 
scale plant for enriching 
uranium that showed 
it was gaining a new 
means to make nuclear 
bombs in addition to its 
existing plutonium pro¬ 
gram. 

The six-nation talks aimed 
at ending the program 
collapsed in 2008 in a dis¬ 
pute over how transpar¬ 
ent North Korea’s nucle¬ 
ar programs should be. 
Since then, the North has 
escalated tensions on 
the Korean peninsula by 
the launching of a long- 
range rocket, a nuclear 
test and the military prov¬ 
ocation of the South.

PARIS - To some, she is 
a frail, tormented young 
woman who was preyed 
upon by an influential politi¬ 
cian and well-known wom¬ 
anizer. To others, she is a 
publicity-seeking fantasist. 
To still others, she is a skillful 
manipulator who helped 
foment a plot against the 
Socialist Party. 

Whether fairly or not, 
Tristane Banon, the 32-year- 
old writer who contends 
that Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn tried to rape her in 
2003, has become one of 
France’s most polarizing 
figures, even to some of 
her colleagues and friends. 
She was widely criticized 
this month when she filed 
a lawsuit against Strauss- 
Kahn accusing him of at¬ 
tempted rape, eight years 
after the she says he at¬ 
tacked her and four days 
after he was freed from 
house arrest in New York on 
charges of trying to rape 
a hotel maid. His lawyers 
immediately filed a coun¬ 
tercomplaint here for slan¬ 
der, insisting that Banon’s 
charges were imaginary. 
For Banon herself, the com¬ 
plaint brought an end to 
years of indecision and tur¬ 
moil. 

“It’s liberation,” she said a 
phone interview. “It’s the 
most liberating and violent 
thing I’ve ever done in my 
life.” 

Banon, who is often shown 
in magazines here looking 
like a pale, skinny adoles¬ 
cent and wearing ripped 
jeans, sounded mature, 
self-confident and deter¬ 
mined. If French prosecu¬ 
tors decide there is not 


enough evidence to bring 
her case against Strauss- 
Kahn, she said, “I’ll have 
to live with this, but I'll live 
badly.” 

In early 2003, she was a 
23-year-old journalist, work¬ 
ing as an intern for the mag¬ 
azine Paris Match when she 
interviewed Strauss-Kahn, a 


leading Socialist, for a book 
she was researching about 
the mistakes of powerful 
people. 

In various settings since 
2007, and most recently in 
the French weekly maga¬ 
zine L’Express, she has de¬ 
scribed what she says hap¬ 


pened - how Strauss-Kahn, 
who arranged to meet 
her in a sparsely furnished 
apartment, had tried to 
rape her, undoing her bra 
and jeans and putting his 
hand in her underwear. 

But for eight years, advised 
by her mother and her 
friends to keep silent, Ba¬ 


non said she did not find the 
courage to bring a criminal 
complaint against Strauss- 
Kahn, whose second wife 
was her godmother. “I was 
too young and fearful at 
the time,” she said. 

In the interview, Banon said 
the episode destroyed her 


self-confidence, affecfed 
her relationships with men 
and hurt her chances to 
find work in journalism. 

“I never understood why 
some people destroyed my 
career, my life, insulted me 
while I was the victim,” she 
said. 

In 2006, she married a res¬ 
taurant owner whose fa¬ 
ther was a cattle breeder 
in Normandy, but the mar¬ 
riage ended. 

The Strauss-Kahn episode 
continued to trouble her, 
and even before he was 
arrested in New York, she 
hired a media-savvy law¬ 
yer, David Koubbi, who 
has handled cases for well- 
known personalities. Banon 
insists that she and Koubbi 
have proof to back up her 
accusation of attempt¬ 
ed rape, but she said she 
could not provide details 
because the case is con¬ 
tinuing. 

Manhattan prosecutors 
will likely place a request 
with French authorities to 
interview Banon, a person 
briefed on the investigation 
said. 

After the episode, she said 
she immediately informed 
a close friend as well as her 
mother, Anne Mansouret. 
Four years later, in the odd 
setting of an entertainment 
show, she spoke about 
it on television, though 
Strauss-Kahn’s name was 
removed; then a year later, 
she revealed his name. She 
also fictionalized the event 
in a novel, “Trapeziste.” 

But in the absence of a 
legal complaint, few jour¬ 
nalists pursued her accusa¬ 
tions. 

Banon grew up in Paris’ 8th 
Arrondissement, near the 


Champs-Elysees. But she 
had to cope with solitude 
and misfortune at an early 
age. “I’ve never had a 
family structure,” she said. 
“I’m not an unbalanced 
person, but I was more 
fragile than others.” 

Her father, Gabriel Ba¬ 
non, a Franco-Moroccan 
businessman and former 
financial adviser fo Yasser 
Arafaf, the late founder of 
the Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization, was married to 
a woman not her mother. 
He recognized his paternity 
of Banon but disappeared 
soon after she was born. 
Banon has called her moth¬ 
er “my adored lie" and de¬ 
scribed her as “a beautiful 
manipulator," who never 
left her house uncoiffed 
and came home with many 
different men. In a 2008 in¬ 
terview on France 3 televi¬ 
sion, Mansouret admitted, 
in front of her daughter, 
that she never loved chil¬ 
dren. “I’ve never managed 
to express affection,” she 
said. “My daughter and I 
are more friends than fam¬ 
ily." More recently, Manso¬ 
uret told police officers that 
she had had a consensual, 
though “brutal,” sexual en¬ 
counter with Strauss-Kahn 
in 2000, French news media 
reported. The statements 
emerged after the police 
questioned Mansouret as 
part of the investigation 
into her daughter’s ac¬ 
cusations. Banon told the 
newspaper Le Figaro that 
she had known nothing 
about the encounter, but 
that it made Strauss-Kahn 
appear even more “un¬ 
bearable” to her.

Phone scandal brings up CNN host’s past at British tabloid

LONDON - It was perhaps 
inevitable that the phone 
hacking accusations in Brit¬ 
ain would cross the Atlantic 
and reach Piers Morgan, 
the flamboyant former 
Fleet Street editor who is 
now the host of “Piers Mor¬ 
gan Tonight” on CNN. 
James Hipwell, a former 
journalist at The Daily Mirror, 
a tabloid edited by Mor¬ 
gan until 2004, now says 
that phone hacking was 
“endemic” at the paper. 
“Piers was extremely hands- 
on as an editor," Hipwell, 
45, told the British newspa¬ 
per The Independent in an 
interview published Satur¬ 
day. “I can’t say 100 per¬ 
cent that he knew about it. 
But it was inconceivable he 
didn’t.” 

In an email interview, Mor¬ 
gan struck back at that 
allegation and other sug¬ 
gestions by members of 
Parliament and a widely 
read political blog that 
his reporters had landed 
scoops at The Daily Mirror 
based on phone hacking. 
Members of Parliament 
have also said that Morgan 
should be questioned. 

“I have never hacked a 
phone, told anyone to 
hack a phone, nor to my 
knowledge published any 
story obtained from the 
hacking of a phone,” Mor¬ 
gan said. “I am not aware, 
and have never seen evi¬ 
dence to suggest other¬ 
wise, that any Mirror story 
published during my tenure 


was obtained from phone 
hacking.” 

Morgan challenged Hip- 
well’s credibility, saying 
he was a convicted felon 
who went to jail in 2006 for 
59 days for buying stock in 
companies before touting 
them in a Daily Mirror col¬ 
umn, then selling the shares 
when the prices rose. Mor¬ 
gan himself was accused 


of profiting from the sale 
of one company’s stock 
based on the column but 
said he “was cleared by 
both internal inquiry and 
external legal investiga¬ 
tion.” 

Hipwell “lied repeatedly 
during the various investi¬ 
gations into the scandal - 
both about me and about 
other colleagues,” Morgan 


said. “He is not a credible 
witness.” Hipwell did not re¬ 
turn messages Saturday. A 
spokesman for Trinity Mirror, 
the publisher of The Daily 
Mirror, denied Hipwell’s al¬ 
legations. 

Asked if CNN had pressed 
him for assurances that he 
was not involved in phone 
hacking, Morgan replied, 
“My unequivocal state¬ 


ments on this matter speak 
for themselves.” 

A CNN spokeswoman said 
Saturday that Morgan had 
been asked about the ac¬ 
cusations and “denied in¬ 
volvement in phone hack¬ 
ing both publicly and pri¬ 
vately." 

In 2007, Morgan was quot¬ 
ed in GQ magazine as say¬ 
ing that former News of the 


World reporter Clive Good¬ 
man, who went to jail for 
hacking phones of mem¬ 
bers of the royal house¬ 
hold, had been made “a 
scapegoat for a wide¬ 
spread practice.” (News 
of the World is the newspa¬ 
per that has been at the 
heart of the hacking scan¬ 
dal.) Morgan said Saturday 
that he had heard rumors 
about phone hacking in 
tabloid newsrooms for 
years, and “it would now 
appear those rumors were 
correct." 

Hipwell’s accusations are 
the latest in a series of 
charges against Morgan; 
the newspaper he edited. 
The Daily Mirror; and its sis¬ 
ter tabloids The People and 
The Sunday Mirror. 

This month, Adrian Sand¬ 
ers, a member of Parlia¬ 
ment, accused Morgan's 
old newspaper of obtain¬ 
ing a 2002 scoop - that 
the former England soccer 
manager Sven-Goran Eriks¬ 
son had had an affair with 
a television personality, Ul- 
rika Jonsson - by means of 
phone hacking. British law¬ 
makers are protected from 
libel lawsuits while speaking 
in Parliament. 

On Tuesday, during the 
questioning of James and 
Rupert Murdoch as part of 
the parliamentary commit¬ 
tee, Louise Mensch, a Con¬ 
servative member of Parlia¬ 
ment, used the same pro¬ 
tection to wonder aloud 
why lawmakers had not 
questioned Morgan. She 
then suggested - incor¬ 
rectly, as it turned out - that 


Morgan had admitted in a 
book he wrote that phone 
hacking had produced big 
scoops for The Daily Mirror. 
She appeared to conflate 
a passage from his book 
with several posts by the 
widely read British political 
blogger Guido Fawkes. 
Later that day on CNN, an 
audibly angry Morgan con¬ 
fronted Mensch to deny 
the accusations. Mensch, 
he said, was “a coward” 
for refusing to repeat her 
claims outside of Parlia¬ 
ment, where she would not 
be covered by the immu¬ 
nity protections. He chal¬ 
lenged her to “repeat what 
you said about it and then 
maybe go and buy a copy 
of my book.” 

In the email interview, Mor¬ 
gan said he intended to 
write a letter to John Whit- 
tingdale, the Conservative 
chairman of Parliament’s 
culture, media and sport 
select committee, to de¬ 
mand a correction and 
apology from Mensch. 

“Ms. Mensch accused me 
of personal criminal activ¬ 
ity,” Morgan said, “and I 
never broke the law as an 
editor.” 

Mensch did not respond to 
a message seeking com¬ 
ment. 

Morgan said he was grati¬ 
fied to see that Tom Wat¬ 
son, the Labour lawmaker 
who led the parliamentary 
questioning of the Mur¬ 
dochs on Tuesday, had 
said Saturday on Twitter: 
“I’ve not seen any evi¬ 
dence linking (AT)PiersMor- 
gan to hacking. □

ASHDOD, Israel (AP) — A 

few evenings every month, 
some of Israel's wealthiest 
and most powerful people 
can be found in a living 
room in this seaside city, 
waiting to have a few min¬ 
utes with a rabbi they see 
as an advisor, guru or mira¬ 
cle worker. 

Yoshiyahu Pinto is slightly 
stooped, his long beard 
and hair unkempt. He looks 
older than his 38 years, and 
speaks so softly you have 
to lean in to hear him. His 
remarkable rise in recent 
years has turned this living 
room of floral-patterned 
chairs and gilt sofas into 
an intersection of influence 
extending to Israel’s parlia¬ 
ment, where a former de¬ 
fense minister believes the 
rabbi helped him emerge 
from a coma, and to high 
finance, where a real es¬ 
tate broker says Pinto 
steered him away from a 
bad deal that would have 
lost him millions. 

People come seeking the 
rabbi’s blessing or his coun¬ 
sel on their business deals 
and personal lives. Pinto 
has no business training and 
did not study at university. 
But he has “wisdom that is 
unlimited," said Israeli busi¬ 
nessman llan Ben-Dov, the 
majority shareholder in the 
cell phone company Part¬ 
ner, who has been consult¬ 
ing the rabbi regularly for 
five years. 

“He has not only his own 
life experience, but that of 
all of the generations that 
went before him," Ben-Dov 
said. “Any attempt to de¬ 
scribe him falls short of the 
reality.” 

The veneration of rabbis 
said to have miracle pow¬ 
ers has a long history in Ju¬ 
daism, existing uncomfort¬ 
ably alongside a deeply 


rooted rationalist tradition. 
In Israel, the phenomenon 
used to be identified main¬ 
ly with poor Jews of Middle 
Eastern origin. But in recent 
years, it has spread to the 
country’s secular elite, 
bringing into the limelight a 
number of rabbis who have 
an aura of otherworldliness 
as well as PR operations 
sophisticated enough to 
make sure their otherworld¬ 
liness is well known. 

Pinto's star currently shines 
the brightest. 

On a recent Thursday night 
— one of the several times 
a month Pinto sees visitors 
here — an Associated Press 
reporter waiting for several 
hours for an audience was 
joined by millionaire busi¬ 
nessmen, professional soc¬ 
cer players, a few seem¬ 
ingly ordinary people, and 
one of Israel’s most famous 
singers, a pop diva who 
goes by the name of Rita. 
People who do not wait in 
line for anything wait in line 
for Pinto. Leaning against a 
wall, near the door to the 


rabbi's office, was Jacky 
Ben-Zaken, the real-estate 
tycoon who told a reporter 
last year about Pinto’s last- 
minute advice to aban¬ 
don his planned purchase 
of a company. Tzipi Livni, 
the opposition leader, 
had been here two weeks 
before. Billionaire Nochi

Dankner, who owns Israel's 
largest holding company 
and a daily newspaper, is a 
regular. 

Pinto is a scion of two rab¬ 
binical dynasties. On his 
mother's side he is a great- 
grandson of a famous Mo¬ 
roccan-born mystic known 
as the Baba Sali. Pinto be¬ 


gan amassing followers as 
a young man in the Medi¬ 
terranean port city of Ash- 
dod, helped by his family 
heritage and reputation for 
uncanny insight into human 
behavior. Some of those 
followers saw him simply 
as an unusually wise man. 
Others believed his wisdom 
was supernatural, that his 
blessings had power and 
that he could see the fu¬ 
ture and heal the sick. 

His fame slowly extended 
into the upper reaches of 
Israeli society, with the help 
of savvy assistants who cul¬ 
tivate celebrities and re¬ 
porters. 

The rabbi has a ministry, 
Shuva Israel, that funds To¬ 
rah and charitable work 
and owns the rabbi's 
house in Ashdod. It also 
has property in midtown 
Manhattan, where Pinto, 
apparently unhindered by 
the fact that he speaks no 
English, has developed a 
large following and where 
he now spends most of his 
time. 

The rise of wonder-rabbis 
among the wealthy and 
influential here is linked to 
a more general rise in re¬ 
ligious sentiment in Israel 
and to New Age trends, 
said psychologist and so¬ 
ciologist Yoram Bilu of He¬ 
brew University in Jerusa¬ 
lem. A visit and donation to 
the rabbi offers an experi¬ 
ence Bilu termed “instant 
redemption," with none of 
the intellectual or practical 
demands of the actual reli¬ 
gion. Bilu ties it to the uncer¬ 
tainties of Israeli life: “Israeli 
businessmen operate in a 
very stressful, unpredict¬ 
able environment, and the 
whole society is in a perma¬ 
nent state of emergency.” 
Pinto stands out in part be¬ 
cause he is more acces¬ 
sible to Israelis turned off 
by organized Judaism, said 
Shalom Yerushalmi, a vet¬ 
eran political analyst for the 
daily Maariv who considers 
himself one of the rabbi's 
followers.Unlike most ultra- 
Orthodox rabbis, Pinto does 
not press his secular adher¬ 
ents to observe Jewish law 
and rejects the mixing of 
religion and government, 
he said. Pinto has also spo¬ 
ken out to condemn rac¬ 
ism against Arabs.□

Alonso and Mark Webber of Red Bull for his second victory 
of the season. 

Hamilton started second but took the lead from Webber 
by the first turn, and McLaren then successfully defended 
the position in a cat-and-mouse game of pit stops 
between the top teams. Alonso finished 3.9 seconds back 
in second place, with Webber 9.7 seconds behind in third. 
“I feel great. One of the best races I think I’ve ever 
done," said Hamilton, who also won the third race of the 
season, the Chinese Grand Prix in Shanghai in April. “This 
is a massive step forward ... and I hope we can keep the 
momentum going.” 

It was the second victory in four races for McLaren after 
Jenson Button's win in Canada last month, and Hamilton 
is hopeful the British team has finally caught up with Red 
Bull. 

“I appears so ... but coming into this weekend we didn’t 
think we'd be so fast," Hamilton said. “I do still feel that the 
overall performance of the Red Bulls is better than ours.” 
Hamilton’s winning time was 1 hour, 37 minutes, 30.334 
seconds around the 5.1-kilometer (3.2-mile) Nuerburgring 
circuit. 

“Great job guys,” Hamilton hollered through his team 
radio, “These are the kind of results we should be getting.” 
The top three finishers were within 3 seconds of each other 
for long parts of the 60-lap race, and they each took turns 
being in the lead because of the three pits stops made by 
all of the top drivers. 

The most exciting lead change came on lap 33, when 
Alonso returned to the track in front after a tire change, 
but was overtaken by Hamilton just meters after the pit 
lane exit. 

Championship leader Sebastian Vettel of Red Bull was 
fourth — the first time all season he hasn’t finished first or 
second. After 10 of 19 races, he tops the standings with 
216 points, followed by Webber with 139 and Hamilton on 
134. Alonso is fourth with 130. 

Alonso had so little fuel left after crossing the finish line that 
the team told him to park his car at the side of the track 
— forcing him to hitch a ride back to pit lane sitting on 
Webber’s Red Bull. But he didn’t think the nearly-empty 
gas tank affected his efforts to catch up with Hamilton 
during the final stages of the race. 

“We could not get any closer to Lewis,” Alonso said. 
“With the medium tires we were not too quick, so we 
just controlled the gap with Mark and secured second 
place.”□ 


Uruguay beats Paraguay 3-0 
to win Copa America 2011

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Uruguay won the 
Copa America for a record 
15th time after beating Par¬ 
aguay 3-0 on Sunday from 
two goals by Diego Forlan 
and another from Luis Su¬ 
arez. 

Suarez scored in the 12th 
minute while Forlan hit the 
target in the 42nd and final 
minute of the match. 

“We played as a group," 
said Suarez, who was se¬ 
lected as the best player 
of the tournament. “I think 
when groups are united like 
this, everyone together and 
going for the same thing, 
you can get things done.” 
The victory gives Uruguay 
its first Copa America ti¬ 
tle since 1995. The small 
country of 3.5 million also 
reached the World Cup 
semifinals a year ago, sur¬ 
passing the performance 
of continental powers Brazil 
and Argentina. 

“This is not the most impor¬ 
tant thing in the world, but it 
is very important for the Uru¬ 
guayans,” Uruguay coach 
Oscar Tabarez said. “It al¬ 
lows us to be united.” 
Argentina and Brazil were 
upset again in the quarter¬ 
finals of this tournament. 
Uruguay ousted Argentina 
on penalties and Paraguay 
eliminated Brazil, also in a 


shootout. 

Argentina has won the title 
14 times, Brazil eight. Brazil 
had won four of the past 
five titles. 

“Before coming to the 
match I was already think¬ 
ing that I wanted to dedi¬ 
cate (the victory) to all the 
players and coaches who 
had won the other 14,” 
Tabarez said. 

Uruguay was the clear fa¬ 
vorite going into the final, 
wrapping up a tournament 
filled with surprises. 

Not only had Brazil and Ar¬ 
gentina been sent home 
early, but Venezuela 
reached the third-place 
match on Saturday before 
losing 4-1 to Peru. Those 
two countries have been 
the weakest in the region in 
recent years, but they sud¬ 
denly look formidable go¬ 
ing into regional World Cup 
qualifying later this year. 
Uruguay's squad featured 
20 of the 23 players it took to 
the World Cup a year ago, 
showing teamwork and un¬ 
selfish play with none of the 
vast star power of Argen¬ 
tina or Brazil. 

“The important thing was 
getting started well,” said 
Suarez, who had four goals 
— one fewer than Peru's 
Paolo Guerrero. “With two 
goals in the first half, I think 
it was very difficult for them 
to come back.” 


Suarez gave Uruguay the 
lead in a match it dominat¬ 
ed in the opening minutes. 
Receiving a pass in the 
area, the Liverpool forward 
beat defender Dario Veron 
to score from a deflected 
left-footed shot that went 
in off the far post behind 
‘keeper Justo Villar. 

Uruguay could have even 
have led in the second min¬ 
ute, when Villar stopped Di¬ 
ego Lugano’s point-blank 
header. 

Forlan, who was voted the 
best player at last year’s 
World Cup, made it 2-0 by 
lashing a left-footed shot 
from 12 meters (yards) that 
left Villar flat-footed. He was 
set up after teammate Egi- 
dio Arevalo Rios had stolen 
the ball from a Paraguay 
player near midfield. 

The Atletico Madrid striker 
had not scored in his 12 
previous matches for the 
national team. 

Sebastian Eguren almost 
made it 3-0 in the 74th, 
foiled when Villar stuck out 
his left arm with the ball 
headed for the net. 

Forlan notched the final 
goal in the 90th, taking a 
pass from Suarez and scor¬ 
ing into the far corner. 

“This has been a lot of work, 
going back many years,” 
Forlan said. “It’s been a job 
of doing things well and it’s 
yielded results.” □

BOSTON (AP) — A new look. 
A different pregame atti¬ 
tude. Same result. 

Seattle manager Eric 
Wedge was trying to keep 
things relaxed about an 
hour before the game, 
walking around and joking 
with some of his players and 
coaches. 

He even went as far as 
shaving off his mustache 
following Saturday night's 
loss. 

It didn’t help. Seattle set 
a franchise record with its 
15th straight loss, falling 12-8 
to the Boston Red Sox on 
Sunday. 

“This is definitely frustrat¬ 
ing,” said Mariners shortstop 
Brendan Ryan, who hit a 
grand slam and drove in 
five runs. “There aren't too 
many laughs now. There 
shouldn’t be. We battled 
today. 

We just couldn’t make up 
enough ground. 

“Once again I don’t know 
what to say. 

It seems like once again it's 
Ground Hog Day — a lot 
of things have been going 
right and wrong. Pretty un¬ 
believable.” 

Jarrod Saltalamacchia 
drove in four runs and Kevin 
Youkilis hit a two-run homer 
for the Red Sox. 

The Mariners jumped ahead 
2-0 in the first on Miguel 
Olivo’s two-run homer, but 
Boston answered with five 
runs against Michael Pine¬ 
da (8-7) in the bottom of 
the inning. 

“It’s frustrating, sure, but 
we’ve got a lot of base¬ 
ball to play,” Wedge said. 
“We're trying to get guys 
going in the right direc¬ 
tion, but we've got to put 
it all together to get a win 
against the teams we're 
playing now." 

The loss broke Seattle’s re¬ 
cord for its longest losing 
streak, set in 1992. It is the 


longest in the majors since 
Kansas City lost 19 in a row 
in 2005. 

Unlike during much of the 
streak, the Mariners actu¬ 
ally put up solid offensive 
numbers, but the bullpen 
gave up five runs after 
Pineda was tagged for 
seven in 4 1-3 innings. 

“I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened,” Pineda said of the 
first inning. 

“Obviously something was 
going on with Pineda,” 
Ryan said. 

“Guys usually aren't teeing 
off on him. They obviously 
saw something.” 

Seattle had been held to 
three or fewer runs 10 times 
— including the initial nine 
games — during the losing 
stretch. 

Tim Wakefield (6-3) joined 
Roger Clemens as the 
only pitchers to strike out 
2,000 batters with Boston 
and moved one win from 
his 200th victory. But the 
44-year-old knuckleballer 
left after giving up Ryan's 
grand slam that cut the 
lead to 11-7 with one out in 
the seventh. 

Boston’s powerhouse line¬ 
up had 17 hits, with Saltal¬ 
amacchia, Adrian Gonza¬ 
lez and Carl Crawford get¬ 
ting three each. 

The Red Sox kept their three- 
game lead in the AL East 
over the New York Yankees, 
who beat the Oakland Ath¬ 
letics 7-5. 

Baseball’s best-hitting team 
scored at least 11 runs for 
the fourth time in Wake¬ 
field's last eight starts. The 
Red Sox swept the three- 
game series with their 17th 
win in 20 games. 

Wakefield struggled in the 
first, giving up the homer to 
Olivo, his 14th of the season. 
But the Red Sox took the 
lead after sending just four 
batters to the plate. 

Jacoby Ellsbury started with 


a walk and scored on a 
single by Gonzalez before 
Youkilis hit his 14th homer for 
a 3-2 lead. 

David Ortiz then singled 
and Crawford doubled, 
putting runners at second 
and third. Saltalamacchia 
then lined a two-run single 
to right. 

Wakefield allowed just one 
hit through the next three 
innings. But in the fifth Ryan 
doubled home Ichiro Suzu¬ 
ki, who had singled. 

Again, the Red Sox re¬ 
sponded with five runs in 


the bottom of the inning. 
They loaded the bases on 
a single by Gonzalez, a 
walk to Youkilis and an in¬ 
field single by Ortiz. Craw¬ 
ford followed with a hard, 
two-run single just inside the 
third-base line. Josh Red¬ 
dick doubled in a run and 
Saltalamacchia singled in 
two more. 

Wakefield ended the sixth 
with his 2,000th strikeout, 
getting Mike Carp on a foul 
tip that Saltalamacchia 
held on to. The catcher

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Cadel Evans of Australia wins Tour de France

PARIS (AP) — After two 
runner-up finishes, Cadel 
Evans finally stood on the 
top of the podium on the 
Champs Elysees as cham¬ 
pion of cycling’s great 
race. 

Wrapped in his national 
flag and with tears in his 
eyes, Evans listened as Aus¬ 
tralia’s anthem played Sun¬ 
day after he became the 
first Australian — and oldest 
rider since World War II — to 
win the Tour de France. 

“I couldn't be any happier. 
A few people always be¬ 
lieved in me. I always be¬ 
lieved in me. And we did 
it,” the 34-year-old Evans 
said. 

He celebrated after cross¬ 
ing the finish line in the 
pack on the Champs- 
Elysee, embracing riders 
from different teams as the 
massive crowd on France's 
most famous thoroughfare 
cheered wildly. 

Evans bounded up the 
steps onto the podium, tak¬ 
ing deep breaths, then ap¬ 
peared at the top looking 
calm and waved the bou¬ 
quet he received in the air. 
“Thank you to everyone. 
It's really incredible," he 
told the crowd. 

Evans was joined on the po¬ 
dium by the Schleck broth¬ 
ers of Luxembourg — Andy, 


cord was set by 36-year-old 
Firmin Lambot of Belgium 
— in 1922. 

“Cadel was the best of the 
Tour and he deserved to 
win,” said Andy Schleck. 
“Second isn't bad, and my 
brother was on the podium 
too. I’ll be back to win this 
Tour. We have a date for 
next year.” 

Sunday’s 21st and final 
stage — the most presti¬ 
gious for the race’s sprint¬ 
ers — was won by Britain’s 
Mark Cavendish for the 
third year in a row, despite 
being forced to change 
his bike on the Champs- 
Elysees. He also took the 
green jersey for the over¬ 
all best sprinter.Cavendish 
crossed the line holding 
out the green jersey he was 
wearing, and then kissed 
it. Despite his 20 Tour stage 
victories, the jersey had 
eluded him until now. 
“Finally!" he said. Second 
place in the stage went to 
Edvald Boasson Hagen of 
Norway, and third to Andre 
Greipel of Germany. 

This year was a far cry from 
the Tours of many recent 
years that were dominat¬ 
ed almost from the start 
by Armstrong or, later, Al¬ 
berto Contador. This was 
a race that defied predic¬ 
tions and was still hanging 
in the balance on the final 
weekend. □

who finished second over¬ 
all for the third straight year, 
and Frank.

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S. Korea’s Park Tae-hwan 
regains 400 free title

SHANGHAI (AP) — Olympic 
champion Park Tae-hwan 
of South Korea showed 
he’s back in top form and 
Italy’s Federica Pellegrini re¬ 
mained unbeatable in the 
400-meter freestyle on the 
opening night of tradition¬ 
al swimming at the world 
championships Sunday. 
Michael Phelps’ first race 
ended in disappointment, 
meanwhile, as the United 
States had to settle for 
bronze in the 4-x-lOO relay 
behind surprise winner Aus¬ 
tralia and runner-up France. 
Phelps’ leadoff leg put the 
Americans second, but 
they dropped from there 
and Australia led from start 
to finish, with former sprint 
world record holder Eamon 
Sullivan holding off France's 
Fabien Gilot in the anchor 
leg. 

It was the first time the Amer¬ 
ican men failed to win a re¬ 
lay since the 2007 worlds in 
Melbourne, Australia, when 
Ian Crocker jumped in too 
early on an exchange in 
the morning heats, resulting 
in a disqualification. 

“It’s tough not starting off 
how we want to," Phelps 
said. 

“I said I wanted to be fast¬ 
er than I was last year and 
I was faster than I was last 
year. It stinks but I think it 
will give us a little bit of mo¬ 
tivation for the rest of the 
meet.” 

The Netherlands won the 
women’s relay with the 
same four swimmers who 
took the title at the 2008 
Olympics and 2009 worlds: 


Inge Dekker, Ranomi Kro- 
mowidjojo, Marleen Veld- 
huis and Femke Heemskerk. 
Park took the lead back 
midway through the men’s 
400 free then pulled away 
over the last two laps to 
touch in 3 minutes, 42.04 
seconds, a distant 1.20 sec¬ 
onds in front of rising Chi¬ 
nese rival Sun Yang. 

It was a sharp contrast from 
the last worlds in Rome two 
years ago, when Park failed 
to even make the final in 
this event. 

“I (was) glad to swim in lane 
one, which allowed me to 
fully concentrate on my 
own tempo and not to get 
distracted from the compe¬ 
tition,” Park said. 

Defending champion and 
world record holder Paul 
Biedermann of Germany 
settled for third, 2.10 back. 
“I’m really pleased with this 
time," Biedermann said. 
“It’s the best I could do at 
the moment. I felt pretty 
bad during the race. ... I 
saw Park and I thought, 
‘Well this guy is away, don’t 
look at him anymore, look 
at silver or bronze.’” 

In the women’s race, Pel¬ 
legrini was only fifth at the 
race's midpoint, but then 
surged into the lead one 
lap later and cruised to vic¬ 
tory in 4:01.97. 

Olympic champion Re¬ 
becca Adlington showed 
why she’s a strong favorite 
for gold next year at her 
home London Games by 
taking silver, albeit a distant 
2.04 behind, while Camille 
Muffat of France took the 
bronze, 2.09 back. 

“I knew I could have a race 


like this and it went perfect¬ 
ly," Pellegrini said. “This gold 
is different from the one 
two years ago. I approach 
races differently now — I 
eat and sleep. I'm much 
calmer." 

Park's gold at the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Games was South Ko¬ 
rea’s first Olympic victory 
in swimming and it made 
him immensely popular at 
home, having also won this 
event at the 2007 worlds in 
Melbourne, Australia. 

After his Rome fiasco. Park 
showed signs of a recovery 
by sweeping the 200 and 
400 free at the Guangzhou 
Asian Games in November, 
and now he will clearly go 
into next year’s London 
Olympics as the favorite 
again. The Australian men's 
relay squad has also itself 
up well for London, and a 
possible repeat of its victory 
at the 2000 Sydney Olym¬ 
pics. 

“We probably haven't 
made it too public but 
deep down this is what we 
wanted for a long time,” 
Sullivan said. “It gives us a 
great opportunity next year 
to repeat Sydney. We’ve 
got the talent, we’ve got 
the experience," he said. 
“Next year’s going to be 
about building towards that 
and making sure we follow 
up this with the gold.” 
Before an enthusiastic 
crowd at the freshly built 
Oriental Sports Center, 
swimmers were introduced 
before their events one by 
one under a spotlight, with 
the rest of the lights in the 
arena turned off like before 
boxing bouts.Q

Speed hiker thrives on natural rhythms of Appalachian Trail

On a sunny July afternoon, 
a dirt road tucked inside 
the Delaware Water Gap 
National Recreation Area 
near Blairstown, N.J., was 
calm and serene.

uninterested in the sight 
of a man eating a peanut 
butter sandwich while lean¬ 
ing against his car, strolled 
across the road and disap¬ 
peared into the woods.

“The last time we did this, 
it was mostly just the two 
of us and I referred to my¬ 
self as herSherpa,” he said. 
About 20 minutes later, 
Pharr Davis and another 
Pit Crew member, Melissa 
Dobbins of Black Mountain, 
N.C., came bounding out 
of the forest. 

“Hey!” they all yelled. Pharr 
Davis, who is tall, lean and 
agile, made a beeline for 
a folding camp chair, sat 
and put her feet on the 
back bumper of the car. 
The Pit Crew went into ac¬ 
tion. 

“The last time we did this 
Jen lost about 15 pounds in 
the first month," Davis said 
as he handed his wife a 
wrap filled with blueberries 
smothered in Nutella. “This 


time we are really trying to 
make sure she gets all the 
calories she needs.” 

As Pharr Davis, 28, de¬ 
voured the wrap and took 
swigs of a smoothie, the Pit 
Crew readied plastic bags 
of snacks and refilled water 
bottles. “She needs to eat 
a snack about every three 
miles,” Davis said. 

A few minutes later, she 
was hiking at a pretty good 
clip, following the white 
blazes on tree trunks that 
mark the path between 
Mount Katahdin in Maine 
and Springer Mountain in 
Georgia, the northern and 
southern ends of the Appa¬ 
lachian Trail. 

“Today is a good day: my 
shins are only a little sore, 
and the weather is per¬ 


fect,” Pharr Davis said. This 
was her 21 st straight day on 
the trail and she had gone 
more than 850 miles. She 
added that shin splints and 
a bout with diarrhea early 
on nearly ended her trek. 

“I cried a lot this summer," 
she said. “When I got sick, 
I thought it was the end of 
my hike.” 

She soldiered on through 
a sleet storm and strong 
winds in New Hampshire’s 
White Mountains. But at 


one point, sapped by ex¬ 
haustion, she said she 
got off the trail for about 
three miles and had to 
turn around to find her way 
back. 

“The trail is very humbling, 
you make mistakes,” she 
said. Asked about the up¬ 
side of hiking all day, Pharr 
Davis did not hesitate. “Ani¬ 
mals!” she cried out. 

“Any time I’ve seen a 
moose or a bear, it's like 
taking a little energy pill,” 
she said. 

Then she rattled off a list of 
furry encounters: seven or 
eight moose, three bears 
in the past 24 hours, a por¬ 
cupine, skunks and “lots of 
little critters.” 

If Pharr Davis makes it to the 
top of Springer Mountain, it 


will be her third time com¬ 
pleting the trail. In 2005, she 
took about four and a half 
months to thru-hike the Ap¬ 
palachian Trail. Most thru- 
hikers adopt a trail name 
for the duration of their jour¬ 
ney: Pharr Davis, a classics 
major in college, opted to 
riff on Odysseus and chose 
Odyssa. Last year, she pub¬ 
lished a book about the ex¬ 
perience, “Becoming Od¬ 
yssa: Epic Adventures on 
the Appalachian Trail.”□ 


U.S.: 

Heat wave 
deaths rise

A punishing wave of heat 
and humidity continued 
its hold over a large part 
of the country on Sunday, 
raising the toll of heat-re¬ 
lated deaths even as fore¬ 
casters promised that relief, 
in the form of a cooler blast 
of air from Canada, would 
arrive late Sunday. 

From the Midwest to the 
Eastern Seaboard, it was as 
if Earth had broken its orbit 
and veered closer to the 
sun, with millions of Ameri¬ 
cans stepping outside this 
weekend into tempera¬ 
tures that steadily climbed 
toward triple digits. 

That, combined with the 
unrelenting humidity, 

pushed the heat index on 
Sunday afternoon toward 
a staggering 120 degrees 
in Washington and 105 to 
115 degrees in New York, 
Philadelphia and other 
Northeast cities. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice said the mid- Atlantic 
could experience record 
high temperatures, includ¬ 
ing in Washington, where 
the thermometer hit 105 
degrees at Dulles Interna¬ 
tional Airport on Friday, the 
highest reading ever there. 
In Central Park in Manhat¬ 
tan, the mercury rose to 100 
degrees Saturday after¬ 
noon, breaking the record 
of 99 degrees set in 1991, 
and at Ronald Reagan 
National Airport in Wash¬ 
ington, it hit 102 degrees, 
breaking the daily record 
set in 1991, said Christopher 
Vaccaro, a spokesman for 
the weather service. 

Across the Midwest and the 
Plains, the authorities urged 
people to take precautions 
and tried to cope with a 
growing death toll.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — The re¬ 
sponse by computer mak¬ 
ers to the iPad stealing sales 
from them: Make their PCs 
more like iPads. 

The “if you can't beat 
'em, join 'em'' strategy” is 
prompting a wave of exper¬ 
imentation with the design 
of the laptop, which has 
been largely unchanged 
for two decades. 
Touch-sensitive screens and 
the use of Google's An¬ 
droid system for mobile de¬ 
vices are two ways the PC 
industry is adapting. About 
50 million tablets are ex¬ 
pected to be sold this year, 
and that could double to 
as many as 100 million next 
year. PC shipments world¬ 
wide grew just over 2 per¬ 
cent in the second quarter, 
short of what research firms 
IDC and Gartner had ex¬ 
pected. The popularity of 
tablet computers was one 
of the main reasons. 

One way PC makers are 
countering the threat is with 
iPad-style tablets running 
Android, but these haven't 
seen wide success so far. 
And in trying to emulate the 
iPad, they’re competing 
with not just Apple, but also 
with phone makers such as 
Motorola Inc., which are 
launching their own tablets. 
So PC makers are offering 
hybrids that try to offer the 
best of both worlds. Some 
are tablet-like devices that 
come with keyboards, 
which the iPad doesn't 
have. Others are PC-like, 
combining the tablet's sig¬ 
nature touch-screen with 


the ability to run heavy- 
duty Windows programs for 
photo editing and design. 
Witness the Acer Iconia, a 
Windows laptop that looks 
like any other when the lid 
is down. When you open 
it, you'll find two touch- 
sensitive screens and no 
keyboard, similar to a tab¬ 
let computer. To type, you 
bring up a virtual keyboard 
on the lower screen. If 
you’re not using the key¬ 
board, Web pages can 
flow from the top screen to 
the bottom one. 

Another iPad-like laptop 
is the Dell Inspiron Duo. 
Its screen can be flipped 
around to face outward 
when the lid is closed. 
When folded that way, it 
works like a tablet. 

Lenovo Group also sells 
a Windows laptop with a 
screen that can be de¬ 
tached from the keyboard 
to function as an Android 
tablet. “We should learn 
some things from tablets,” 
such as the iPad’s user- 
friendly interface and the 
ease of installing software 
from outside parties, said 
Yang Yuanquing, the CEO 
of Lenovo, the world’s 
fourth-largest maker of PCs. 
Hewlett-Packard Co., the 
world’s largest maker of 
personal computers, is giv¬ 
ing its PCs the ability to run 
applications written for its 
webOS software, which 
runs on smartphones and a 
tablet, the TouchPad. 

In their experimentation, PC 
makers are reviving designs 
haven’t been very success¬ 
ful in their previous incar¬ 
nations. The laptop with a 


screen that detaches to 
become a tablet is an idea 
that dates to 2002, when 
a flurry of tablet comput¬ 
ers debuted along with 
Microsoft Corp.’s Windows 
Tablet Edition. 

This earlier generation of 
tablet PCs didn’t catch on 
because they were expen¬ 
sive and too heavy for com¬ 
fortable use in tablet mode. 
“Windows Tablet Edition" 


wasn’t much different from 
regular Windows, and it 
wasn’t fully adapted for 
tablet use. Microsoft added 
more touch-oriented fea¬ 
tures when it released Win¬ 
dows 7 in 2009. 

Even with the improve¬ 
ments in Windows, howev¬ 
er, the PC faces hurdles in 
mimicking the tablet’s de¬ 
sign. Windows isn’t a very 
friendly operating system 


for tablets, partly because it 
needs Intel-style processors 
to run on. 

These chips drain batter¬ 
ies much faster than the 
cellphone-style chips used 
in the iPad, with a core de¬ 
signed by ARM Holdings 
PLC. ARM chips can save 
power by turning off parts 
of themselves when they're 
not in use, among other 
tricksO

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — A 

few Greek entrepreneurs 
perch in front of laptops 
in bare offices above a 
ground-floor supermarket, 
five minutes’ walk from the 
Athens square convulsed 
by riots last month over the 
country's economic crisis. 
“Innovate," a wall slo¬ 
gan exhorts. “Originate." 
A bowl of fist-sized plastic 
balls sits on a table, ripe for 
the plucking. 

Sure, the touches are 
geeky. But if there is hope 
for debt-laden Greece, 
which has just been bailed 
out again by the EU, there 
is a glimmer of it here. A 
small enterprise called 
CoLab Workspace rents 
space to tech-savvy start¬ 
ups on the theory that 
the more they mingle, the 
more they thrive. This na¬ 
scent pocket of dynamism 
won't make much of a 
dent in a culture of free- 
loading and favor-trading 
that burrowed deep into 
the Greek psyche, but it 
is a symbol, however rar¬ 
efied, of fresh thinking. 

For the problem is not just 
the numbers, the dots that 
connect a picture of eco¬ 
nomic collapse. Unem¬ 
ployment, austerity mea¬ 
sures, bailout funds and 
the slumping stock market 
are one thing. Modern 
Greece, whose ancestors 
laid foundations of art, de¬ 
mocracy and individual¬ 
ism, is also reckoning with 


ingrained habits of depen¬ 
dence, accompanied to¬ 
day by a yawning sense of 
betrayal and hopelessness, 
that block its path to recov¬ 
ery. 

“It's extremely difficult. 
Here, in general, innovation 
never existed. The major¬ 
ity of the companies, they 
relied on the state, on the 
government. It was a to¬ 
tally wrong approach,” 
said Vassilis Nikolopoulos, a 
computer engineer whose 
IT startup, Intelen, aims to 
help firms monitor and curb 
their energy consumption. 
He recently shifted his op¬ 
erations to CoLab Work¬ 
space from a conventional 
office that cost more. 
Declaring that “the state 
is dead,” in that it has no 
money to support projects, 
Nikolopoulos said he has 
raised about one-third of

the roughly $300,000 need¬ 
ed for initial funding from 
private investors and that his 
7-member company plans 


to export services even if it 
entails failure, a rite of pas¬ 
sage for any aggressive 
entrepreneur. 

“We only consume,” he 
said of the passive culture 
of Greek business. “There 
was no need to create 
something because you 
would sell to the state.” 
Educated in several Euro¬ 
pean countries, he regis¬ 
tered his company in the 
Mediterranean island of 
Cyprus to attract foreign 
investment from traders 
who give Greece a wide 
berth, and to avoid the 
shackles ofGreek busi¬ 
ness culture, including cor¬ 
ruption, bureaucracy and 
heavy taxation. Nikolopou¬ 
los is the picture of a smart 
corporate executive, with 
the jargon to match — he 
says he will “attack the 
market” — but he draws 
inspiration from some un¬ 
expected sources. Outlin¬ 
ing his business philosophy, 
he evoked Vladimir Lenin’s 
revolutionary vision, and 
praised the prime minister 
of Turkey, Greece’s histori¬ 
cal enemy, for firm leader¬ 
ship while presiding over his 
country’s economy boom. 
Many of Greece's bright¬ 
est minds, however, feel 
they have no choice but 
to build careers abroad, 
anticipating an opportu¬ 
nity drought that will last a 
decade. 

Nikos Georgiopoulos, a 
29-year-old former em¬ 
ployee of the International 
Monetary Fund, recently 


found a job in the insur¬ 
ance industry in Vienna. 
His sister, a biologist, failed 
to find work in Greece and 
got a job in Switzerland. His 
father imports auto parts 
but is struggling to keep his 
small business afloat. 

In the old days, Greece’s 
institutions were inefficient 
but people complained 
less because the money 
was flowing, Georgiopou¬ 
los said. Now that the gov¬ 
ernment is cutting spend¬ 
ing and salaries as part of 
a pact to secure interna¬ 
tional funds, he said, the 
“tradeoff between state 
and society” has crumbled 
and, as in the Great De¬ 
pression before World War 
II, the wealthy will suffer far 
less than those of modest 
means. 

“People actually don’t 
know what is going to hap¬ 
pen to them," he said. 
“They start to show signs of 
societal disintegration.” 
Deep in recession, Greece 
is struggling to reduce its 
budget deficit from 10.5 
percent of Gross Domestic 
Product in 2010 to 7.5 per¬ 
cent this year as it imple¬ 
ments harsh austerity mea¬ 
sures that combine pension 
and public wage cuts with 
tax and retirement age in¬ 
creases. Greek unemploy¬ 
ment has soared to over 16 
percent, and more than 40 
percent of Greeks aged 15 
to 24 don’t have jobs. 

The hardship has erod¬ 
ed the credibility of the 
state.□

NEW YORK (AP) — This 
month may be the slowest 
in the stock market in more 
than three years. 

Trading volume, or the num¬ 
ber of shares bought and 
sold, is down because there 
are fewer big investors buy¬ 
ing stocks. 

And those who want to buy 
are worried about the job 
market and the European 
debt crisis — and the bud¬ 
get impasse in Washington. 
If Congress and the White 
House don't agree on bud¬ 
get cuts and raising the gov¬ 
ernment’s borrowing limit, 
the U.S. is at risk of defaulting 
on its debt after Aug. 2.Dai¬ 
ly volume on the New York 
Stock Exchange is down 22 
percent so far in July com¬ 
pared with the same period 
in 2010, according to data 
provider FactSet. About 3.7 
billion shares have traded 
hands every day on av¬ 
erage, down from 4.7 bil¬ 
lion in July last year. If that 
continues, July will have 
the lowest average daily 
trading volume since De¬ 
cember 2007, says Patrick 
O’Shaughnessy, a research 
analyst at Raymond James. 
Low volume is worrisome 
because it suggests that 
few investors are driving the 
stock market's gains or loss¬ 
es. That creates the risk for 
bigger price swings. When, 
for example, there are few 
buyers, someone trying to 
sell a stock may be forced 
to keep lowering the price 
in hopes that someone will 
want it — the same as a ho¬ 
meowner who can’t find a 
buyer for a house. 

A lack of volume also indi¬ 
cates that some investors 
don't believe that stocks 
are worth buying right now. 
“Volume in many respects 
represents conviction,” 
says Jack Ablin, chief in¬ 
vestment officer at Harris 
Private Bank. 

“And there’s just very little 
conviction." 

Traders have reason to be 
wary: 

— Job growth is weak. 
Many investors were 


stunned when the govern¬ 
ment reported earlier this 
month that employers cre¬ 
ated just 18,000 new jobs in 
June. That was lower than 
the average of 215,000 
monthly jobs created in 
February through April. 

— The manufacturing in¬ 
dustry is in a slump, too. The 
Philadelphia Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank said last week 
that manufacturing activity 
in the Northeast rose only 
slightly in July after falling 
to the lowest level in two 
years in June. 

Supply disruptions from 
the March 11 earthquake 
in Japan have hurt factory 
production. — Debt prob¬ 
lems remain in the U.S. and 
Europe. 

If there’s no agreement in 
Washington and the gov¬ 
ernment defaults on its 
debt, that could have a 
catastrophic impact on the 
financial markets. 

Some analysts say stocks 
could fall the way they did 
during the 2008 financial 
crisis. Meanwhile,European 
leaders approved a new 
aid package for Greece 
last week to reduce its debt, 
but it’s unclear how that will 
work. All this has led inves¬ 
tors to avoid stocks. And 
that has hurt volume. 

In June, investors withdrew 
$14.5 billion more than they 
deposited into U.S. stock 
mutual funds, according to 
consulting firm Strategic In¬ 
sight. 

That was the largest with¬ 
drawal from stock funds 
since August 2010. “Inves¬ 
tors are running scared," 
said Frank Barbera, portfolio 
manager of the Sierra Core 


Retirement Fund. 

Fewer hedge funds are in 
existence today than in 
2008, which helps to explain 
the lower volume, says 
Ryan Detrick, senior techni¬ 
cal strategist at Schaeffer's 
Investment Research. 

There were approximately 
10,233 hedge funds in the 
world in the second quarter 
of 2008, before the finan¬ 
cial crisis and stock market 
crash. By the end of June, 
there were 9,443, accord¬ 
ing to Chicago-based re¬ 
search firm HFR. 

Even with the low volume, 
though, stocks have risen 
this month. The Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index is up 


1.8 percent, while the Dow 
Jones industrial average is 
up 2.1 percent. The tech¬ 
nology-focused Nasdaq 
composite index is up 3.1 


percent. Stocks are up, in 
part, because companies 
like Apple Inc. and Coca- 
Cola Co. have reported 
strong profits. □

Banon’s first novel, “J’ai 
Oublie de la Tuer,” or “I For¬ 
got to Kill Her," - one of sev¬ 
eral semi-autobiographical 
novels, as she calls them 
- was published in 2004 to 
good reviews. In it, Banon 
recounted how she was 
beaten by an alcoholic 
Moroccan nanny and how 
the nanny introduced her 
to a man who later groped 
her. 

Banon left home at 14 to 
be a nanny herself. She 
later graduated from jour¬ 
nalism school and interned 
at major newspapers and 
magazines, including Le Fi¬ 
garo. 

Harold Cobert, a writer and 
a close friend of Banon, 
described her as a smart, 
fearless woman who has 
absorbed life's blows with 
humor and cheer. 

“She thinks one should nev¬ 
er dwell on the past," Cob¬ 
ert said. 

But after the episode with 
Strauss-Kahn, she says she 
was branded with a repu¬ 
tation. Many in the French 
media world knew about 
her accusations against 
Strauss-Kahn and feared 
them, she said. She implied 
that she was a marked per¬ 
son. “I was hired at a radio 
station and then a month 
later, my boss would tell me 
abruptly that he couldn’t 
keep me anymore," she 
said.Some Socialists have 
suggested that Banon was 
manipulated to stage a 
plot against Strauss-Kahn, 
who recently resigned as 
head of the International 
Monetary Fund, and em¬ 
barrass the party. They 
point to her unpaid position 
at the City Hall of Boulogne, 
near Paris, where the may¬ 
or is a member of President 
Nicolas Sarkozy’s party, 
and her intermittent writ¬ 
ing for a website close to 
the party, Atlantico.fr. But 
Banon has written little that 
could be considered po¬ 
litical. Since Strauss-Kahn’s 
arrest, Banon has been liv¬ 
ing at friends' apartments 
in Paris, with just a red suit¬ 
case and her dog Flaubert, 
a Weimaraner. She has a 
motto, tattooed around 
her wrist: “Never look back, 
never think twice.”□

HOUSTON (AP) — With the 
space shuttle now history. 


NASA's next great mission 
is so audacious, the agen¬ 
cy’s best minds are wres¬ 
tling with how to pull it off: 


Send astronauts to an as¬ 
teroid in less than 15 years. 
The challenges are innu¬ 
merable. Some old-timers 
are grousing about it, say¬ 
ing going back to the 
moon makes more sense. 
But many NASA brains are 
thrilled to have such an im¬ 
probable assignment. 

And NASA leaders say civi¬ 
lization may depend on it. 
An asteroid is a giant space 
rock that orbits the sun, like 
Earth. And someday one 
might threaten the planet. 
But sending people to one 
won’t be easy. You can’t 
land on an asteroid be¬ 
cause you’d bounce off 
— it has virtually no gravity. 
Reaching it might require 
a NASA spacecraft to har¬ 
poon it. 

Heck, astronauts couldn’t 
even walk on it because 
they’d float away. 

NASA is thinking about jet- 
packs, tethers, bungees, 
nets and spiderwebs to al¬ 
low explorers to float just 
above the surface of it 
while attached to a smaller 
mini-spaceship. 

Such a ship — something 
like a “Star Trek” shuttlecraft 
melded with a deep sea 
explorer with pincer-like 
arms— is needed just to get 
within working distance of 
the rock. 

That craft would have to be 
big enough for astronauts 
to live in for a week or two. 
They’d still need a larger 
habitat for the long term. 


It would take half a year to 
reach an asteroid, based 
on current possible targets. 
The deep space propul¬ 
sion system to fly such a dis¬ 
tance isn’t perfected yet. 
Football-field-sized solar 
panels would help, mean¬ 
ing the entire mothership 
complex would be fairly 
large. It would have to pro¬ 
tect the space travelers 
from killer solar and cosmic 
ray bursts. And, they would 
need a crew capsule, 
maybe two, for traveling 
between the asteroid com¬ 
plex and Earth. 

And all those parts — mini¬ 
spaceship, habitat/living 
area, crew capsule, solar 
arrays and propulsion sys¬ 
tem — would have to be 
linked together in the mid¬ 
dle of space, assembled in 
a way like the International 
Space Station but on a 
smaller scale. 

Beyond all those obstacles, 
NASA doesn’t even know 
which asteroid would be 
the best place to visit. 

All this has to be ready to 
launch by 2025 by presi¬ 
dential order. 

“This is the big step,” said 
Kent Joosten, chief archi¬ 
tect of the human explora¬ 
tion team at Johnson Space 
Center. “This is out into the 
universe, away from Earth's 
gravity completely... This is 
really where you are doing 
the ‘StarTrek’ kind of thing.” 
It has the dreamers of NASA 
both excited and anxious. 


“This is a risky mission. It’s a 
challenging mission,” said 
NASA chief technology of¬ 
ficer Bobby Braun. “It’s the 
kind of mission that engi¬ 
neers will eat up." 

This is a matter of sending 
“humans farther than ever 
before,” said NASA Deputy 
Administrator Lori Garver. It 
is all a stepping stone to the 
dream of flying astronauts 
to Mars in the mid 2030s. 

“I think it is THE mission NASA 
should embrace," said Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee aero¬ 
space professor John Mu- 
ratore. “To be successful at 
this mission, you've got to 
embrace all of the tech¬ 
nologies that you need for 
Mars.” 

Critics, including former 
Apollo astronauts and flight 
directors, have blasted 
President Barack Obama 
for canceling George W. 
Bush's plan to return astro¬ 
nauts to the moon. They 
dismiss talk of asteroid visits. 
But that’s because NASA 
has not done a good job 
of outlining the fascinating 
details and explaining why 
it is important, said astrono¬ 
mer and former astronaut 
John Grunsfeld. 

“NASA doesn't have a story 
right now,” said Grunsfeld, 
deputy director at the 
Space Telescope Science 
Institute. “Exploration is 
nothing if not the articula¬ 
tion of a great story.” 

The story begins with why 
NASA would want to go to 
an asteroid. The agency 
has sent small spacecraft 
off to study asteroids over 
the years and even landed 
on one in 2001. Just last 
week, a space probe be¬ 
gan orbiting a huge aster¬ 
oid called Vesta, which lies 
beyond Mars. 

Scientifically, an asteroid 
is a remnant from the birth 
of the solar system, offering 
clues about how our plan¬ 
etary system began.Q

LOS ANGELES - A clone 
army of starlets marches 
through Hollywood cast¬ 
ing offices every day - all 
beautiful, all talented, all 
interchangeable. Pick one, 
any one. But every so often 
a young actress rolls into 
town and drops jaws. Keep 
your eye on that one, studio 
executives say. That one is 
different. Olivia Wilde, 27, is 
one of those women. 

The green-eyed bombshell 
arrived in the movie capital 
in 2002, strangely enough, 
to work in a casting agen¬ 
cy, your basic head-shot 
processing plant. Her par¬ 
ents, two prominent Wash¬ 
ington journalists with all 
sorts of Beltway and celeb¬ 
rity connections, helped 
arrange it. The goal, ac¬ 
cording to her mother, Les¬ 
lie Cockburn, a producer 
for “60 Minutes," was to 
squelch Wilde’s interest in 
acting by exposing her to 
a particularly hardhearted 
corner of the dream fac¬ 
tory, where hundreds of re¬ 
sumes are casually tossed 
aside. 

“They thought I would take 
one look at the cattiness 


and people from Yale and 
Julliard begging for jobs 
and hightail it out of town," 
Wilde said recently over 
lunch at a tucked-away 
little cafe on Sunset Boule¬ 
vard. 

But Wilde was almost im¬ 
mediately cast herself, 
popping up in shows like 
“The OC” on Fox and land¬ 
ing a continuing supporting 
role on that network’s hit 
series “House” as a self-de¬ 
structive doctor. Her first big 
movie part, a Joan of Arc¬ 
like cyber warrior, came 


last year in “Tron: Legacy." 
Now she has seven films 
in stages of completion, 
starting with “Cowboys & 
Aliens," an atypical action 
extravaganza that arrives 
on Friday from Universal 
Pictures, and continuing 
one week later with Univer¬ 
sal’s ultra-crude comedy 
“The Change-Up.” 

“Olivia reminds me a lot of 
Angelina Jolie - a fiercely 
intelligent, drop-dead gor¬ 
geous woman who knows 
what she wants to do and 
goes after it," said Donna 


Langley, Universal's co¬ 
chairwoman. 

Despite her success in land¬ 
ing ensemble movies Wilde 
is still waiting for that one 
breakout leading part, ei¬ 
ther a dramatic role that 
gets her noticed by critics 
or one that makes her the 
face of the film. Like what 
“Letters to Juliet” did for 
Amanda Seyfried or Emma 
Stone’s ride with “Easy A.” 
Her looks could prove a lia¬ 
bility; when you are the kind 
of actress who lands the 
No. 1 spot on Maxim mag¬ 
azine’s Hot 100 list, it's very 
easy to be pigeonholed 
as cinematic eye candy. It 
took Charlize Theron’s turn 
as a greasy-haired, yellow¬ 
toothed serial killer in “Mon¬ 
ster” for people to take her 
seriously. And just because 
Wilde is working a lot these 
days doesn't mean her film 
career won’t ultimately 
fizzle as fast as it started. 
At this point she’s still just a 
string of bad movies away 
from being Kate Hudson. 
Wilde has also chosen a 
difficult balancing act, at 
least for a starlet: She has 
ideas, and she expects di¬ 
rectors and writers to listen 
to them, at a time when 
up-and-coming actresses 
of her ilk are still expected 
to be seen and not heard. 
When they do speak up, 
especially publicly, studios 
often deem them “difficult” 
and they wither. See: Heigl, 
Katherine, or Fox, Megan. 
“Trying to fight this industry’s 
tendency to celebrate the 
physical is a waste of time,” 
Wilde said. “So I’m happy 
to play that game. But I am 
also thirsty for input. I’m not 
a dunce whose only skill 
is knowing how to take a 
photograph, you know? 
And at the end of the day 
I think it makes me slightly 
less replaceable.”

Amy Winehouse, the British 
singer who found world¬ 
wide fame with a sassy, hip- 
hop-inflected take on retro 
soul, yet became a tabloid 
fixture as her problems with 
drugs and alcohol led to a 
strikingly public career col¬ 
lapse, was found dead on 
Saturday in her apartment 
in London, police said. She 
was 27. The cause was not 
immediately known. The 
police said that they were 
investigating the circum¬ 
stances of the death but 
that “at this early stage it 
is being treated as unex¬ 
plained.” With a husky, tart 
voice and a style that drew 
equally from the sounds of 
Motown and the stark sto¬ 
rytelling of rap, Winehouse 
became one of the most 
acclaimed young singers 
of the past decade, selling 
millions of albums, winning 
five Grammy Awards and 
starting a British retro-R&B 
trend that continues today. 
Yet, almost from the mo¬ 
ment she arrived on the 
international pop scene 
in early 2007, Winehouse 
appeared to flirt with self- 
destruction. She sang of 
an alcohol-soaked demi¬ 
monde in songs like “Re¬ 
hab” -whose refrain, “They 
tried to make me go to 
rehab/ I said, ‘No, no, no,’ 
” crystallized Winehouse's 
persona - and before long 
it seemed to spill over into 
her personal life and fueled 
lurid headlines. 

The interplay between 
Winehouse's life and art 
made her one of the most 
fascinating figures in pop 


by drug abuse and a frus¬ 
tration with fame as some¬ 
thing that could never be 
escaped. Yet in time, the 
notoriety from Winehouse’s 
various drug arrests, public 


her career never recov¬ 
ered. On Saturday, as the 
news of Winehouse’s death 
spread, many musicians 
took to Twitter with deep 
sadness but no surprise. Lily 


Allen, who rose through the 
British pop scene shortly 
after Winehouse, called 
her “such a lost soul.” The 
singer Josh Groban wrote: 
“Drugs took her gift, her 
soul, her light, long before 
they took her life. RIP Amy.” 
As much as her misfortunes 
eventually took on a sense 
of predictability, when 
Winehouse arrived with 
her breakthrough second 
album “Back to Black,” 
which was released in Brit¬ 
ain in late 2006 and in the 
United States the next year, 
she was a fresh voice with 
a novel take on pop his¬ 
tory. She spoke of her love 
for Frank Sinatra, Theloni- 
ous Monk and Motown, as 
well as Nas, the New York 
rapper with a sharp eye for 
narrative detail. 

Her greatest love, however, 
was the 1960s girl groups, 
something that was evi¬ 
dent from the instantly rec¬ 
ognizable beehive hairdo 
and Cleopatra makeup 
that she borrowed from 
the Ronettes. In an inter¬ 
view with The Los Angeles 
Times in 2007, Winehouse 
explained how a breakup 
had inspired the songs on 
“Back to Black" and de¬ 
scribed her state of mind in 
terms of music and alcohol. 
“I didn’t want to just wake 
up drinking, and crying, 
and listening to Shangri- 
Las, and go to sleep, and 
wake up drinking, and 
listening to the Shangri- 
Las,” she said. “So I turned 
it into songs, and that's 
how I got through it.” Amy 
Jade Winehouse was born 
in Southgate, London, on 
Sept. 14, 1983. Her mother. 


Janis, was a pharmacist, 
and her father, Mitch, was 
a cab driver who nursed a 
love for music. They both 
survive her, along with a 
brother, Alex. 

Winehouse showed an ear¬ 
ly talent for performing, as 
well as an eclecticism that 
would characterize her lat¬ 
er work. 

She loved her father’s Sina¬ 
tra records, but she also 
liked hip-hop; at age 10, 
she and a friend formed 
a rap group called Sweet 
‘n’ Sour that Winehouse 
later described as “the little 
white Jewish Salt-N-Pepa.” 
(Winehouse was the “sour” 
half.) She attended the Syl¬ 
via Young Theater School in 
London and later went to 
the BRIT School for Perform¬ 
ing Arts and Technology, a 
free performing arts school 
there that counts several 
other recent female pop 
stars among its alumnae, 
including Allen and Adele, 
another young singer who 
is sometimes seen as pick¬ 
ing up the neo-soul mantle 
from Winehouse. 

In 2003, at age 19, Wine¬ 
house released her first al¬ 
bum, “Frank.” Influenced 
by jazz, it established her 
as a rising star in Britain. But 
“Back to Black," recorded 
with the producers Mark 
Ronson and Salaam Remi, 
and the Brooklyn retro-soul 
band the Dap-Kings, made 
her an international sensa¬ 
tion.

Frantically distancing himself 
from the pope of Fleet Street, 
David Cameron sardonically as¬ 
sured riled-up lawmakers that he 
had never seen Rebekah Brooks 
in her PJs because he had not 
attended Gordon Brown’s wife’s 
slumber party at Chequers with 
Wendi Deng and Elisabeth Mur¬ 
doch in 2008. He conceded 
that he should not have ignored 
warnings from the palace and 
elsewhere against bringing a 
capo from fhe sulfurous Mur¬ 
doch gang into his inner circle. 
Across the Irish Sea in Dublin, 
Enda Kenny took on the actual 
pope, making a blazing speech 
about the Vatican’s unconscio¬ 
nable behavior in the pedo¬ 
philia scandal. After 17 years of 
revolting revelations, Kenny said 
the latest report on the Cloyne 
diocese in County Cork ex¬ 
posed “an attempt by the Holy 
See to frustrate an inquiry in a 
sovereign, democratic repub¬ 
lic as little as three years ago, 
not three decades ago.” The 
report, he said, ‘'excavates the 
dysfunction, disconnection, elit¬ 
ism, the narcissism that domi¬ 
nate the culture of the Vatican 
to this day. The rape and torture 
of children were downplayed or 
'managed’ to uphold, instead, 
the primacy of the institution, 
its power, standing and ‘repu¬ 
tation.’ “Far from listening to 
evidence of humiliation and be¬ 
trayal with St. Benedict’s ‘ear of 
the heart,’ the Vatican’s reac¬ 
tion was to parse and analyze it 
with the gimlet eye of a canon 
lawyer. This calculated, wither¬ 
ing position being the polar op¬ 
posite of the radicalism, humil¬ 
ity and compassion upon which 
the Roman Church was found¬ 
ed.” Pulling back the curtain to 
expose the profane amid the sa¬ 
cred would have been remark¬ 
able coming from any leader 
in one of the many countries 
scarred by pedophile priests, 
but from the devoutly Catholic 
prime minister of a nation whose 
constitution once enshrined the 
special position of fhe church, it 
was breathtaking. The Irish were 
taken aback by the ire of the 
ordinarily amiable, soft-spoken 
Kenny, the longest-serving par¬ 
liamentarian in the land. In his 
first few months as taoiseach, 
the 60-year-old had not given 


any sign that he could throw 
such Zeus-style thunderbolts. 
But bankrupt and battered Eire, 
which needed a shot of muscu¬ 
lar national pride, was thrilled 
with his emphatic articulation 
of their revulsion at the tragedy, 
and his assertion of Ireland as 
a sovereign republic not under 
the thumb of Rome. “If you look 
at some of his predecessors, 
going right back 50 years, they 
would have been very much of 
the view that they were Catho¬ 
lics first and politicians second,” 
said Diarmaid Ferriter, a profes¬ 
sor of modern Irish history at Uni¬ 
versity College Dublin. Sounding 
like he could have been talking 
about Rupert Murdoch’s fief as 
well, Ferriter observed: “There 
has been this very obvious and 
planned and hugely arrogant 
policy of obfuscation and delib¬ 
erate delaying tactics and com¬ 
plete avoidance of responsibil¬ 
ity on the part of fhe Vafican. 
They were actually treating the 
sovereign government of Ire¬ 
land with complete contempt.” 
He added: “We’re fed up with 
hearing about canon law. This is 
a republic, it’s about civil law.” 
Garry O’Sullivan, editor of The 
Irish Catholic, compared the 
resonance of fhe speech to the 
French revolution, without the 
violence. “The French Repub¬ 
lic didn’t kick out the Catholic 
Church, but they set up a French 
Catholic Church and kicked out 
Rome,” he said. “Kenny has 
tapped into a vein in the Irish 
psyche, people saying, ‘Well 
done for standing up to those 
bloody bishops and the pope.’ 
It was lancing a boil.” Like other 
elites in shaken Ireland, like the 
multimillionaire bankers and real 
estate developers, the church 
elite is rapidly losing clout. “The 
mighty have fallen from their 
thrones,” O’Sullivan said. 
Diarmuid Martin, the archbishop 
of Dublin, who has been frozen 
out by the Vatican and his fel¬ 
low Irish bishops for his tender 
solicitude toward abuse vic¬ 
tims, teared up on Irish TV talk¬ 
ing about Kenny’s cri de coeur. 
What church “cabal” is this 
in the Vatican or Ireland, he 
asked, “who try to undermine 
what is being done, or simply re¬ 
fuse to understand what is being 
done?” In Britain and in Ireland, 
two dictatorial institutions that 
once dominated with fearsome 
power are crumbling, brought 
low by high-handed cultures in¬ 
ured even to crimes against chil¬ 
dren. A large part of the strategy 
of the Vatican and Rupert Mur¬ 
doch in acquiring power was to 
create an aura of invincibility, 
a hallowed mystique. But those 
mythologies are cracking, and 
people are no longer afraid to 
confront these empires’ corrupt 
practices and vast cover-ups. 

It is stirring to watch people who 
have long been cowed finally 
speaking up, shedding their fear 
of the authoritarian men at the 
top who owed their power to 
the awe of the people.□

If China or Iran threatened our 
national credit rating and tried 
to drive up our interest rates, or 
if they sought to damage our 
education system, we would 
erupt in outrage. 

Well, wake up to the national 
security threat. Only it’s not 
coming from abroad, but from 
our own domestic extremists. 

We tend to think of national 
security narrowly as the risk of 
a military or terrorist attack. 
But national security is about 
protecting our people and our 
national strength - and the blunt 
truth is that the biggest threat 
to America’s national security 
this summer doesn’t come from 
China, Iran or any other foreign 
power. It comes from budgef 
machinations, and budget 
maniacs, at home. 

House Republicans start from 
a legitimate concern about 
rising long-term debt. Politicians 
are usually focused only on 
short-term issues, so it would be 
commendable to see the Tea 
Party wing of the Republican 
Party seriously focused on 
containing long-term debt. 
But on this issue, many House 
Republicans aren’t serious, 
they’re just obsessive in a 
destructive way. The upshot is 
that in their effort to protect the 
American economy from debt, 
some of fhem are willing fo drag 
it over the cliff of default. 

It is not exactly true that this 
would be our first default. We 


defaulted in 1790. By some 
definitions, we defaulted on 
certain gold obligations in 1933. 
And in 1979, the United States 
had trouble managing payouts 
to some individual investors on 
time (partly because of a failure 
of word processing equipment) 
and thus was in technical 
default. 

Yet even that brief lapse in 1979 
raised interest payments in the 
United States. Terry L. Zivney, 
a finance professor at Ball 
State University and co-author 
of a scholarly paper abouf 
fhe episode, says fhe 1979 
default increased American 
government borrowing costs 
by 0.6 of a percentage point 
indefinitely. 

Any deliberate and sustained 
interruption this year could have 
a greater impact. We would 
see higher interest rates on 
mortgages, car loans, business 
loans and credit cards. 
American government 

borrowing would also become 
more expensive. In February, 
the Congressional Budget Office 
noted that a 1 percentage point 
rise in interest rates could add 
more than $1 trillion to borrowing 
costs over a decade. 

In other words. Republican zeal 
to lower debts could result in 
increased interest expenses and 
higher debts. Their mania to save 
taxpayers could cost taxpayers. 
That suggests not governance 
so much as fanaticism. 

More broadly, a default 
would leave America a global 
laughingstock. Our “soft power,” 
our promotion of democracy 
around the world, and our 
influence would all take a hit. 
The spectacle of paralysis in 
fhe world’s largest economy is 
already bewildering to many 
countries. 

If there is awe for our military 
prowess and delight in our 
movies and music, there is 
scorn for our political/economic 
management. 

While one danger to national 
security comes from fhe risk of 
default, another comes from 
overzealous budget cuts - 
especially in education, at the 
local, state and national levels.

When we cut to the education 
bone, we’re not preserving our 
future but undermining it. 

It should be a national disgrace 
that the U.S. government has 
eliminated spending for major 
literacy programs in the last few 
months, with scarcely a murmur 
of dissent. 

Consider Reading Is 
Fundamental, a 45-year-old 
nonprofit program that has cost 
the federal government only $25 
million annually. It’s a public- 
private partnership with 400,000 
volunteers, and it puts books 
in the hands of low-income 
children. The program helped 
4 million American children 
improve their reading skills last 
year. Now it has lost all federal 
support. 

“They have made a real 
difference for millions of kids,” 
Kyle Zimmer, founder of First Book, 
another literacy program that 
I’ve admired, said of Reading Is 
Fundamental. “It is a tremendous 
loss that their federal support has 
been cut. We are going to pay 
for fhese cuts in education for 
generations.” 

Education programs like these 
aren’t quick fixes, and the 
relation between spending 
and outcomes is uncertain and 
complex. Nurturing reading skills 
is a slog rather than a sprint - 
but without universal literacy 
we have no hope of spreading 
opportunity, fighting crime or 
chipping away at poverty. 

“The attack on literacy programs 
reflects a broader assault on 
education programs,” said Rosa 
DeLauro, a Democratic member 
of Congress from Connecticut. 
She notes that Republicans 
want to cut everything from 
early childhood programs fo 
Pell grants for college students. 
Republican proposals have 
singled out some 43 education 
programs for elimination, but 
it’s not seen as equally essential 
to end tax loopholes on hedge 
fund managers. 

So let’s remember not only the 
national security risks posed by 
Iran and al-Qaida. Let’s also 
focus on the risks, however 
unintentional, from domestic 
zealots. □
